| Danenhower’s Story of Suffer- 


ing and Endurance. 


Matchless Heroism—The Discovery of Bennett 
Island—tTireless Efforts to Stave 
of Starvation: 


WasHincton, Oct. 25.—Danenhower 
testified in the Jeannette case that travel- 
ing improved some about July 4th, and 
that about two miles were made that 
day. July 6th there was a great move- 
ment of ice, and traveling became very 
bad. On the 13th the Captain announced 
that he had made 27 miles the past week, 
against 13 the previous one. July 16th 
the land bore south to southwest, and 
their course was directed to it. On that 
day Collins killed a seal, which fur- 
nished a good meal for the entire party. 


July 28th, at 9 p. m., the weather cleared 
and land was plainly visible. We 
shifted to an immense floe-piece and ad- 
vanced one and one-half miles toward 
the land and camped at1llp.m. At 2 
P.M. on the 29th a mountain suddenly 
appeared towering over the fog. The 
party pushed for shore, and after two 
hours’ work got a sled and boats upon 
some flat pieces inside the outer line of 
grounded ice and camped for supper. 


land being too steep to afford a camping

on American soil. Next day parties 
were sent out and shot many birds, a 
large number being obtained and dis- 
tributed amongst all hands.

fenseless Traveler. 
The railroad business, in all its rami- 
fications, develops fewer surly men 
than any other, in proportion to num- 
ber employed. Railroad employés are 
subject to, all manner of annoyances— 
notably annoying questions and vocal 
demands. Still the business brings out 


as gar-broth, and who don’t appear to 
be good-natured any day in the week or 
any hour in the day or any minute in the 
hour. Itis a popular belief that rail- 
road companies do not retaiff a cross- 
grained, surly man in their employ any 
great length of time, but this sort may 
play his li.tle game a good while, in 
some instances, before being found out 
by the company and summarily 
kicked out of service. Travel- 
ing men _ notice the sort of 
conductor in charge of the train, 
and the baggage man who handles the

Let us have some common sensc 
on thiss“sumptuary law’ business. 
Are dis*illeries and breweries the ulti- 
mate object of government in a repub- 
lican land, and should schools and 
colleges and universities give way to 
them ? Schools are cheaper in any 
event than prisons, and it is better 
that education should teach the juven- 
ile mind to shoot than maddening 
liquor. Will any parent prefer that his 
son shall be a bir-keeper and not a 
teacher Or preacher ? Who can harbor 

theidea of a daughter in the role ofa 
beer-jerker! Isa bull-fight ring or a 
cock-pit a nicer place for our children, 
ona Sunday, than a Sunday school or 
church? Is it for ourselves? Do we 
want our wives to think that a picnic 
or general frolic in the gardens, with 
lust and , license alls around, is more 
ae 1o their health and morals, 
and our own, and a better example to 
our little ones, than church-going 
or peaceful rest at home ? 
Shall rum be elevated above -brains in 


_ this enlightened republic? Shall every 


utterance on the subject of regulating 
the liquor traffic be denounced as in- 
cendiary and fanatical unless it issues 
from the bung of a beer-barrel, shell 
a law made for the protection of God’s 
and the people’s Sabbath, and declared 
constitutional by the courts, be de- 
nounced and defied as “sumptuary” 
merely because it interferes with thé 
unlawful demands of the subjects of 
king Gambrinus? These things de- 
mand the serious thought of citizens, 
and a serious answer at the polls. 


FROM BARBARY COAST.

THE POLITICAL PLAY, 


And How it is Being Played by the 
Actors in it. 


Dramatis Persone: Stanford, Stoneman, 
Terry, Steve Gage, Pixiey, Boruck 
aud the Whole Railroad Crowd. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

San Franctsco, Oct. 23.—I have 
something good to give you this time. 
As the pot boils, the juices of the meat 
come outand the contents can be rightly 
guessed by the odors which float in the 
circumjacent air. The political pot is 
boiling to a bubbling degree here these 
later diys of the campaign, and, tighten 
the lid as the cunning cook will, the 
pressure from below, since heat is 
force, will lift the lid and reveal to 
those about the nature of the stew. 
You may be aware that General Stone- 
man makes his headquarters at the Pal- 
ace Hotel. Within its vast area of walls 
and never-ceasing activity of coming 
and departing guests during the whole 
twenty-four hours of each succeeding 
day, there is a solitude also possible 
which is as close and silent as the tomb 
in the vaults of the crowded cathedral. 
But there are, likewise, the risks of the 
eyes and ears of the unconscious 
passers and the watchful few who either 
catch the sights and sounds without 
intention, or seize the supreme mo- 
ments when vigilance is lulled into the 
careless lack which betrays all that the 


sturdy had been able to hide. I am 
not going to tell the means or manner 
of the detection and discovery, Suffice 
it that it is not all eavesdropping; that 
most of it is the consequence of that 
enemy which men put in their mouths 
to steal away their brains; that much of 
it comes from the vain boasting of a 
creature who fears, unless he himself 
shall impart the improbable story, cir- 
cumstantially detailed, of bis own base 
part therein, the chosen listener he 
pounces upon will not give credit to his 
declarations that one so despicable as 
he unfolds himself had been admitted 
to or tolerated in the presence of the 
magnates and the distinguished per- 
sonages of whom, his narrative 
abounds. But facts are facts, and 
as the fawning Boswell proved him- 
self the most accurate and interesting 
of biographers to the great Leviathan of 
British literature, so has the unscrupu- 
lous Boruck at last reached the foul 
eminence of disclosing the true inward- 
ness of the great monopoly antagonism 
to Morris M. Estee in his candidacy for 
the Governorship of California. It 
should be remarked, however, that it is 
not attributable to his disposition to 
give away his masters, nor to his lack of 
servile habitude. It was the exaltation 
of his ineradicable nature to a trust, be- 
yond his capacity to hold, which over- 
came him, quite as the butler’s tippling 
underling finds himself unable to resist 
the great temptation of the wine-cellar 

when temporarily entrusted with the 
keys, and every cask and bottle of the 

precious vintage invites him to the gen- 
erous cheer to which he at last suc- 
cumbs, and then in maudlin plenitude 
of self-exaggeration garrulously pro- 
claims his near acquaintance and close 
familiarity with his master and his 
company. 

AsI have already told you, General 
Stoneman has his headquarters here 
at the Palace—fit quarters for his aristo- 
cratic semblance of the popular position 

he is represented to occupy in this cam- 

paign, as the man of the people; appro- 

priate quarters for his real sentiments 

upon the anti-monopoly question. The 

General is what Thackeray would have 

termed ‘‘a social animal’’ in aristocrat- 

ical high life. He is fond of adulation 

and its concomitants. The blandish- 

ments of the rich and great have for 

him irresistible attraction. He appre- 

ciates the powerful aid of the stalwart 

chivalry of Judge Terry; but he more 

affects the influential chivalry of which 

Duke Gwin is the head and leader. Ter- 

ry can secure to him the people. .The 

Duke can manage the great railroad 

vote, reckoned as a unit, while it swells 

into the thousands. Terry might 
fail, or the hosts leads may 


falter, because of the bold anti-mo-| 
no speech an e clear anti-mo-/} 
ead record of- Estee; and the power 
of the railroad nly avowéd ‘would 
hopelessly blast his candidacy; but 
with the united yet discordant vote at 
Terry’s command and that of the great 
railroad corporation, his triumph would 
be assured. Itis when extremes meet 


which encircle all within. 
For years General Stoneman has been 
a frequent guest at the palatial mansion 
of Leland Stanford. Duke Gwin has for 
more years been the controlling spirit 
of the Democratic managers; also the 
closest confidante and most effective 
ally of the great railroad company. He 
isthe master mind of the chivalry which 
is most ravenous for office and spoils and 
the most impecunious among the ‘best 
society’’ here. His forte is in that 
species of still-hunting that secures the 
quarry by persuasion until force shall 
be required. He has been addressing 
his attentions to Stoneman ever since 
the San José Convention. In the lan- 
guage of the time, he has ‘‘got him.” 
‘The passage from Gwin’s grip to Stan- 
ford’s embrace has been accomplished. 
The gradients and declines to fellowship. 
of Stow and Steve Gage have been 
facile. It is only a step from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous. Pixley: and 
Boruck_ have been admitted to congenial 
opportunities; they have been allowed 
to see together the magnates and Gwin 
and Stoneman, and they have likewise 
been seen. It was a proud day -to the 
familiar pair. The traditional mule 
might have had the spiric to kick; 
but the obstinate animal is dead; 
Pixley outlived it, against 
all the authorities of Darwin’s 
survival of the fittest, and Pixley never 
kicks in his own amply supplied crib. 
There is none of the Sara-like kicking 
qualities in Boruck, however much he 
may resemble that agile creature of the 
opera bouffe in other respects, to show 
or reveal his most attractive parts. And 
now these stars and soups upon the po- 
litical stage have begun to actively per- 
form their sev eral parts in ,the “great 
play of ‘‘How to Beguile the People.” 
Let us give the plot, as play critics 
do, and I will use plain English. Stone- 
man is supposed to be the anti-monop- 
oly champion; the favorite of Terry, who 
is away, and the friend of the people. 
He is really the ally or the agent of the 
monopoly power, of which ‘Stanford is 
the head. Duke Gwin represents the 
decayed Chivalry, the ‘Poor: Gentle- 
man’’ of the ‘‘Lost Cause,’’ with a 
numerous and impecunious following. 
Stow and Gage may be described as the 
‘accomplished villains’ of the play; | 
Pixley — and Boruck as the ‘‘small 
rogues.’’ The scene is laid in the Pal- | 
ace, in which Stoneman, as the *‘Mock 
Anti-monopolist,’’ has his quarters. To 
capture him isthe chief object. He 
owes his place to the machinations of 
the Duke and the great monopoly pow- 
er atSan José; but Judge Terry ap- 
peared as his champion, and the appar- 
ent cause of his victory of position. Es- 
tee is the true anti-monopoly champion, 
and does not appearin the play. He 
rests his cause with the people, and 
is therefore opposed by the Duke and 
the monopoly power. He is out among 
and before the people to vindicate his 
and their cause, while Stoneman reposes 
at ease in his Palace and depends upon 
the activity, outside, of ‘Terry, and in- 
side, upon the machinations of his 


friends, whom the  peeple 
led to believe his enemies. Thus en- 
trenched, Stoneman receives Duke 


Gwin, who prepared the way for a con- 
ference with Stanford. It is a satisfac- 
tory conference, and the details are en- 
trusted to Stanford’s agents, accustomed 
to that kind of work which wilt not 
withstand the hght of day—Stow and 
Gage. They see the ‘‘ Mock Anti-mon- 
opolist’’ and arrange the programme. 
But there is work yet to do, beneath the 
nature and disposition of the monopoly 
agents. Claquers are required, as moun- 
tebanks and mock auctionecrs and 
bunko sharps require clappers and cap- 
pers and steerers, and these must be 
furnished. The monopoly power own 
a thing of the kind at Sacramento, 
but it is above that sort of work. Pix- 
ley and Boruck are engaged. They are 
creatures of all work, the fouler the 
more congenial. ‘They have organs, not 
alone of speech, but af circulatiom. 
Hotly they apply themselves to the fa- 
miliar duty. to Beguile_ the. 
| Peopie?’’ Why, it is their vocation, 
their pride, their mission and their only 
glory. Immediately their organs are 
attuned for the appropriate parts. Pix- 
ley enacts the lofty-minded Puritan, 
who revolts at trickery and corruption 
and manipulation in party matters, and 
from proclaiming that ‘‘the music of a 
brass band should swell out upon the 
breeze of a Sabbath morn as free as the 
musie of the church, bells,’’ declares 
himself a prohibitionist, and contends 
for the sanctity of Sunday without Estee 
and without grace. He pleads the cause 
of the railroad and shows howamuch the 
State owes to the great monopoly, not- 
withstanding the State has given it so 
much, and that its owners amass millions 
every year, rung from the pockets of 
the people. He will only lie by indi- 
rection. Boruck assumes the lower 
part. Itis to lie outright. He asserts 
that the railroad company wants Estee 
elected, in the face of the clear fact that 
if this were so he himself would be for 
Estee, justas ‘‘Occident’’ trots at the 
command of his owner. But the 
trouble with Boruck is, as with the out- 
cast who is admitted to a palace, he 
cannot forego his disposition to boast of 
where he has been, or who he has seen 
—however much he may keep it to him- 
self that he has been seen. ‘*The King 
spoke to me,’’is his way. ‘‘Aye, but 
what did the King say to you?’’ is asked. 
At last he has to disclose. ‘‘Get out of 
my way, dog, or I will kick you!’’ Yes, 
the King did speak to him. Stanford 
speaks to Boruck, Stoneman has seen 
him. He is happy. He is supplied. 
He blows with full cheeks. upon a full 
stuffing. But where went the “stuffing ?”’ 
Such is the plot of the campaign play 
now going on. Stoneman is captured. 
Stanford has him. Gwin got him. 
Stow and Gage hold him. Pixley and 
Boruck blow for him. ‘Terry cannot 
safely answer for hisfavorite. The peo- 
ple will trinmph, however. They will 
elect Estee. He is the trusted anti-nio- 
nopoly champion, and Stanford and 
Gwin cannot get him or defeat him. 
Hence Pixley and Boruck assail him.

Irwin, Marshall and the Democratic 
Biowout Last Night. 

As advertised, the Democratic candi- 
dates, Irwin and Marshall, addressed 
a limited number of Democratic and Re- 
publican citizens last night from the 
stand in front of the library. The meet- 
ing was organized by calling Thos. B. 
Brown to the chair and_ elect- 
ing the following Vice-Presidents:

Morris, Harris Newmark, L. Roeder. 

The absence of gunpowder was one of 
the prominent blanks of the evening. 
It ought to be known by this time that 
no good can come of a Democratic hur- 
rah without gunpowder. People won’t 
turn out en masse without the opening 
anvil solo, and ymore than that, they 
won’t stay if there is to be no shooting 
at the end. Now, the meeting last night 
was light at both ends from the absence 
of saltpetre, and lacked prominence in 
the middle as well from the same cause.

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William Penn and the Friends. 
[The following paper was prepared 
to be read at the bi-centennial celebra- 
tion of Penn’s Landing, held in Los An- 
geles on Tuesday last; but Mr. Cooper, 
its author, was unable to be present at 
the ceremonies, and his contribution is 
accordingly given to the public through 
the Trmres.—Eb. 

The bi-centennial of the founding of 
our beloved commonwealth may be the 
occasion of fruitful thought for Friends, 
if not of active celebration. 

It has not been the custom of the So- 
ciety of Friends to give praise by means 
of parades; to Friends such methods of 
display are ‘‘terrible as an.army with 
banners.’’ They do not even praise 
the Heavenly Father ‘‘with the souud of 
the trumpet,’’ nor ‘‘with the psaltery 
and the harp;’’ most certainly not 
‘‘with the timbrel and the dance;’’ and 
yet they ‘‘abundantly utter the memory 
of His great goodness;”’ they speak fer- 
vently of the glory of His kingdom and. 
talk reverently of His power. 

As citizens of one great family of 
commonwealths, we need not be es- 
tranged because we have different ways 
of expressing our approval; remember- 
ing that we have a diversity of gifts, let 
us be animated by the one friendly 
spirit, ‘‘for we cannct but speak of 
things which we have seen and heard.’’ 
“It is the part of the learned to give 
joy to those whom th3y meet, so that 
they shall think, ‘when shall we meet 
them again?’ ”’ 

‘That is, that I may be comforted to- 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me.”’’ 

The revelation to St. John, when hal 
was in the spirit, which he heard as a 
great voice, as of a tempest, saying, 
“what thou seest write in a book and 
send it unto the seven churches—unto 
Philadelphia.’’ ‘‘I know thy works; be- 
hold.#have set before thee an open 
door and no man can shut it; for thou 
hast a little strength and hast kept my 
word, and hast not denied my name. 
Hold that fast which thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown.’ 

Now, this is an allegory, and yet how 
very true as a prophesy, and again how 
true as a fact! 

William Penn and his friends opened 
‘the door of civil and religious liberty in 
our modern Philadelphia,which no man 
has shut. 

__ A few words will convince you of the 
honesty and justness of Penn’s inten- 
tions as well of his knowledge and wis- | 
dom. He says to the people who were 
to be the happy subjects of his rule: 
**You shall be governed entirely by laws 
of your own making, and live a free, and 


if you will, a sober and industrious 
eople.”’ 
Pennsylvanians have enjoyed the 


grand results of that ‘‘holy experi- 
ment,’’ and it is ardently hoped that 
they will never allow the door to be shut 
against the political ‘‘virtue, liberty and 
independence’’ which that eminent 
Quaker established upon the banks of 
the Delaware 200 years ago. 

| Little is known definitely about this 
people outside of the quiet circles of 
close acquaintanceship. 

Observers generally note the outward 
form and shgw of things, learning little 
about the inward life and movement, 
and since first impressions are mostly 
deceptive, erroneous ideas are gained 
and held. 

Friends are usually known asa people 
who say thee and thou, wear quecr cloth- 
ing, have quaint ways, and who regu- 
larly go to ‘‘first day” and to ‘‘fourth 
day’’ meetings. 

They keep their hats on, not to be 
discourteous, but because they defer to 
no man; they use the plain language, so 
called, because it is at once correct, the 
form of scripture expression and the 
language of love. 

Their plainness of dress becomes a 
single-minded Christian people, as the 
purity and symmetry of the lily cannot 
be improved by additional folds and col- 
oring. 

The simplicity and universality of the 
religious belief and the groundwork of 
faith of this people « may be written in 
few words and made so plain that he 
that runs may read and understand. 

You can have no question as to the 
authority which Friends have for their 
name, if cemented by love, for the cer- 
tainty of their belief when fairly stated, 
nor for the rightfulness of their works 
when the spirit of them is understood. 

The Word which they follow is that 
of the New Testament; therefore they 
have not sought to lay a new foundation 
for their church; ‘‘for other foundation 
can no man lay than that is laid.’’ 

Nor have they even fenced in certain 
areas of statement, called © creeds, 
which at best are by the measure of the 
minds which select and formulate them; 
never satisfying to the whole member- 
ship of mind, while the whole gospel 
and the whole earth and their fullness 
are for all the people. ‘‘And whosvever 
will let him take the water of life free-
